Mr. George W. Julian haw written # letter to 
the New York Tribune, suggesting some legisla- 
tion which, he believes, should be made by the 
present Congress in order to give a lasting and 
practical effect to the spirit of our Homestead 
laws. Mr. Julian’s prominent and useful identi- 
ber of Congress, and the devotion which be has 
exhibited to the proper bestowal of public lands 
at all times, entitles him to am attentive hearing 
on this subject. He makes the point that, in re- 
gard to the further grante of public lands to 
railway corporations, every convention ef the 
people held prior to the late election, joined 
in opposition to the practice. The National 
Labor Reform Convention, held at Columbus, 
was the first to take this ground, and its exam- 
ple was imitated by the National Temperance 
Convention, the National Convention of Liberal 
Republicans at Cincinnati, the National Demo- 
cratic Convention at Baltimore,and the Na- 
tional Republican Convention at Philadelphia. 
There is no subject of National importance, 
therefore, in which the policy of all parties is so 
explicitly determined. Mr. Julian thinks that 
theré are four things to be done: 1. That every 
bill introduced into the present seasion of Con- 
gress granting lands to National corporations, 
or for other special purposes, should be inconti- 
 mently tabled, as the most direct means of at- 
testing Congressional respect for the popular 
will, 2. There should be legialation embodying 
more clearly than now the" principle that 
lands for agriculture be 
disposed of to none other than actual settlers, 
es the only means to prevent monopoly of the 
most valuable lands’ for speculative purposes.

the law, the settler may be dispossessed at any 
time prior to the final psyment, and his improve- 
mente confiscated.
